LEONID BREZHNEV: SIX PRINCIPLES FOR 
SETTLEMENT OF MIDDLE EAST CRISIS 


If one Is to talk seriously 
about progress towards a Middle 
East settlement, it Is necessary. 
In the llrst place, to force the 
aggressors to withdraw from 
Lohanon, to renounce their gang- 
ster-style actions and to put an 
end to piovocatlons against Syria. 
We would advise Israel to come 
to Us senses and stop playing 
with fire. The patience of the 
world community is not infinite. 

This was sold by Leonid 
Brezhnev during his meeting in 
Moscow with All Nasser Mu- 
hammad, leadfli of the People's 
Democratic Republic of the 
Yemen, who was tn this country 
on an otftcial visit. 

The head of the Soviet state 
outlined the following principles 
(or a peaceful settlement ot tin 
Middle East: 

First, the principle of the tnad 
mhilbillty of tire seizure of for- 
eign lands through aggression 
should be strictly observed.

DEPLORES SECURITY 
COUNCIL’S INEFFICIENCY 


New York. In II* recently 
published report cm world 
community operations, the UN 
Secretary-General notes that 
the Security Council very often 
finds itself unable to lake ef- 
fective measures to settle In- 
ternational conflicts, oe its re- 
solutions are ignored by those 
who defy the views expressed 
by members of the internation- 
al forum. 

Events of ll>e past few 
months lave clearly Bho'wn 
that Oio UN Secretory-General 
has every reason to voice his 
concern, but they also leave 
no doubt es lo who la mainly 
responsible for the Inefficiency 
of UN actions to maintain 
peace and settle conflicts. Thus, 
most UN members believed 
that only resolute measures 


taken against the aggressor 
could slop the bloodshed 
caused by the Israeli invasion 
of Lebanon. The adoption ol 
such Bteps in the Security 
Council was Immediately block- 
ed by the United States. 

The obstructionist stance 
token by the American dele- 
gate not only prevented the 
conflict from being nipped In 
the bud right from the very 
start but also made U difficult 
to stop Its furhor expansion. 

Since the ’ inauguration of 
the Roagan administration, the 
United States has used its right 
of veto five times to slop the 
pnsBage of draft resolutions 
whose Imposition would have 
done a great deal to bring 
about a genuine peace In the 
Middle East.

In other words, ft 
ha* become an accomplice of 
the United States and. of the 
other Western countiret which 
violate the UN-backed sanctions 
agalnsf the South African fbclits 
and colonialists.

In addition to Ibis 93,000 
cottages and apartments have 
been built with' stale* and col*- 
lectlve ’ farm ' subsidies: The 
housing area In the Lithuanian 
countryside has developed by 
more than 53.000 flats over the 
past few years.
